Objectives: To interpret hospital cost trends 
in western Pennsylvania. 

Content: This will be a series of studies be- 
ginning at the most superficial layer and 
going into greater depth later on. Depart- 
mental and total per diem costs will be 
shown for approximately 100 hospitals in 
western Pennsylvania for the years 1951 
through 1964, by several sizes, geographical 
location, scope of service and other classifi- 
cations of hospitals.

Objectives: To seek out factors affecting the 
costs of hospital care and to evaluate the rel- 
ative impact of specific factors on these costs.

It is hoped that this study 
will reveal something about the shape of 
marginal cost and the existence or absence 
of economies of scale in hospital operations.

Curvi- 
linear forms (quadratic) and multiplicative 
relationships (logarithmic) are also included. 
In order to incorporate all the data available, 
a computer program of covariance analysis 
is adopted in combining cross section and 
time series data. The data used are the finan- 
cial reports of 68 non-profit, general hospi- 



tals in Western Pennsylvania for an 11-year 
period from 1952 to 1963, except 1956. These 
reports are filed semi-annually with the Blue 
Cross of Western Pennsylvania Plan by the 
hospitals participating in the Plan.

therefore appear to have low costs, when 
such may not be the case.

ABSTRACT 

Objectives: To develop a community dental 
care program for the aged and chronically 
ill citizens of Nashville, Tennessee. 

Content: In order to develop the program, the 
characteristics of the population to be in- 
volved were measured in terms of the need 
of full-mouth rehabilitation; the extent to 
which the population can benefit from re- 
habilitation; the type, frequency, and cost 
of dental services needed for their rehabili- 
tation; and the effects of rehabilitation on 
the community in social and economic terms. 
Evaluation of this information was made 
and, subsequently, a demonstration dental 
care program was developed and is currently 
in operation. 

Methods: Nashville, Tennessee, citizens are 
eligible for the program if they give evi- 
dence of financial need and if they are 65 
years of age or over, live in a nursing home, 
or have been chronically ill for three or more 
months.

ABSTRACT 

Objectives: To demonstrate, if possible, that 
a considerable number of patients can be 
discharged to their homes much earlier in 
the course of their illness, after being dis- 
abled by injury or disease. 

Content: To compare the speed and complete- 
ness of recovery for patients with similar 
affliction provided rehabilitation in the hos- 
pital and patients treated in the home. This 
comparison will be made in terms of medical 
efficacy and economic feasibility. 

Methods: Physical therapy treatment and the 
necessary medical and nursing care will be 
provided in the home instead of the hospital. 
When sufficiently recovered, these patients 
would be transferred tc the outpatient physi- 
cal therapy department or the hospital for 
continued care. Hopefully, this method will 
result in the same degree of recovery of the 
patient as compared to the hospitalized pa- 
tient at less cost.

ABSTRACT 

Objectives: “The overall objectives are to co- 
ordinate existing programs for all school-age 
children in the State and to develop practical 
methods for hearing testing of infants and 
preschool children. Experience in this project 
will provide the basis for developing, through 
State and local resources, a comprehensive 
hearing conservation program for children, 
of prevention, treatment, and rehabilitation.”

Objectives: To present, through a continuing 



study of a selected population, periodic rec- 
ords^ of changes in annual incidence rates 
of disabling illness and accidents resulting in 
disablement of eight days or more according 
to sex, age, and cause of disability. 

Content: (1) Quarterly charts comparing 

monthly variation in annual incidence rates

Objectives; To create a reporting network on 
the various components of a nursing home 
benefit) including providers of care, insur- 
ance carriers, and beneficiaries.

Objectives: To conduct a descriptive and ana- 
lytical study relating hospital utilization 
in New England Pre-Medicare. 

Content: The study will analyze 18,000 patient 
records to determine the patterns of utiliza- 
tion by age, diagnosis, hospital size, region, 
and payment mechanism.
